DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-27, 32-83 and 86-137 are drawn to audio recognition at a remote site, 
classified in class 704 Speech Signal Processing, subclass 270.1 Speech Assisted 
Network. 

II. Claims 28-31 are drawn to Music Capture, classified in class 710 Electrical 
Computers & Digital Processing Systems: Input/Ouput, subclass 72 Application 
Specific Peripheral Adapting. 

III. Claims 27, 84, 85 and 138 are drawn towards making a purchase online which is 
classified in 705/26 (Electronic Shopping). 

Invention I, II and III are distinct because of the different application as evidenced by 
their separate classification. It is clear that the election of invention II is distinct from I and II 
because no recognition or related processing is required for invention II. 

Inventions I and III are related as subcombination, combination and have a common 
linking claim (claim 27). Invention III uses recognition (i.e. - the subcombination of Invention 
I) as input for selecting an item for purchase. Independent claims 1, 10, 18 and 22 compared to 
independent claim 84 (for example) provide evidence that the applicant believes the 
subcombination to be separately patentable from its use for shopping or purchase. Invention II 
could be individually selected for examination by canceling the claims of invention I. This may 
be advantageous if the applicants would not enforce other uses of invention I or believes that it 
would be better to focus on the particular application towards online shopping. 
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2. Claim 27 links inventions I and III. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim, claim 27. Upon the allowance of 
the linking claim, the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and 
any claims depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicants are advised that if any 
such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) 
is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or 
divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 
1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

To preserve the linking claim, invention I must be selected for examination. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 
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6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
